cuss the oil situation at  Gleichen 
when Manager McLay, of the Oil Pro- 
ducers Corporation of Canada Ld.,was 
present, with Vice-President Allen J. 
McLay, also Pgesident Chas, E. Gar- 
son, of the Alberta Oil Brokers, and 
Ted Wilson. 

There were about twenty pnesent 
and after President R. W. Brown had 
explained the object of calling this 
special meeting a general discuss.on 
took place. 

Mr. McLay stated that two carloads 
of heavy timbers had been ordered 
throagh the Revelstoke Sawmill Co., 
ron their Mills in British Columbia 
and should arrive now any day, in

chat day, On this over $500 had 
yeen paid already and upen arrival a 
auaice of about $900 woull have to 
be paid.

Sailors on Submarines Have Physical | 


Endurance Taxed to Limit 

Life in a submarine forms the sub 
ject matter of an article by M, MeM 
in the Spectator, Those who have nev 
eromade a voyage ina “U" boat often 
ash, he writes, what it feels like to 
fo below the sea, 

Phis question may be answered by 
vying that diving quickly in a sub 
niaine feels much like descending in 
a last nomwstop elevator from the top 
foor of a New York skyscraper, There 
is the same curious sensation of up 
Wild pressure on the soles of the feet 
during the descent, and, usually, a 
situilar slight jolt is noticed on reach 
ine the bottom, 

In calm. weather a submarine below 
the surface travels without rolling or 
pitching, and there is neo vibration of 
any hind, She remains almost as 
quiel as when at anchor in harbor. 
Only the lum of the motors and an 
occasional clink of the steering gear 
disturbs the stillness. If the sea is 
rough, lowever, the ship rolls dis 
trerably even at a depth of 30 feer 
and the water gurgles noisily in the 
vent pipes, 

Contrary to popular belief, the at 
mosphere in a submarine keeps pure 
and fresh for at least 12 hours, owing 
toa constant supply of oxygen, If ihe 
bout stays down longer things feel 
sticky to touch and the air begins to 
get stale. Foul air rises into the con 
trolroom, whith becomes stuffy Jonr 
before any real difficulty of breathing 
is experienced in the ward-room,

Yous made a successful bid for 
supremacy in the dog racing 
realm when Emile St, Goddard, 19- 
year old dog musher from ‘The Pus, 
Manitoba, won the Eastern Interna- 
tional Dog Derby held at Quebec 
February 21, 22 and 23. His team 
of seven highly-trained greyhound 
huskies dashed over the finish line 
of the three-day race, covering the 
120 gruelling miles in 11 hours and 
87% minutes, beating all previous 
records by 54 minutes and 35 seconds, 
He secured for the second time, the 
first in 1925, the handsome cup 
donated by the Quebec International 
Dog Sled Derby Club. 

Leonhard Seppala, hero of the epic 
race with serum to the stricken Alas- 
kan city of Nome, was a strong con- 
tender in the Quebec classic and fin- 
ished just 20 minutes behind St. God- 
dard, Seppala, experienced driver as 
he is, was forced to give way to a 
Man 380 years younger, driving a team 
of better trained huskies than his 
Own. Sepalla bettered St. Goddard's 
time by several minutes in the lust

George Chevrette 
disputed every inch of the hilly 
course for second place but was 
beaten out by the Alaskan musher. 

“Paddy” Nolan the 15-year old con- 
testant made one of the most re- 
markable showings in dog racing an- 
nals when he finished fourth out of 
fourteen entries, He added glory to 
the reputation made last year, when, 
although his dogs were disqualified 
for fighting, he stuck to the trail and 
finished ninth in a field of 20, the 
Whole of the distance being run in a 
blinding blizzard. A gloom however 
has been cast over the Nolan house- 
hold recently for the day after Pad- 
dy's great race his mother, who had 
been lying fl in the hospital, died. 
After each day of the race Paddy 
would leave his dogs in charge of 
friends and go to his mother's bed- 
side at the hospital. The courage of 
this lad is a general topic of discus- 
sions, and o!d and experienced 
mushers are concerned over his per- 
formances.

St. Goddard has 
been the winner of this long race at 
The Pas several years, including the 
race in January.

“Fritz”, Seppala’s lead dog and “Ro- 
ver” trained by the youthful Nolan. 
Frank Dupuis, winner of the race last 
year, finished 5th with but three doga 
in harness, It is the driver who can 
successfully train the leader of the 
pack who is going to pilot his team 
to victory, Dogs in a team are not 
unlike any other racing animals;
